States are putting more millions into Can- 
adian mining and induatrial enterprises 
and public bond issues. Dividends and in- 
terest from these investments will go to 
New York, where the money is not need- 
ed; not to London, where it is needed. 

United States capital is welcome in 
Canada. It is helping to stimulate indus- 
trial and commercial development 
as much as though it came from Britain. 
But there is nothing inconsistent in the 
wish of Canadians that more of the money 
which is profitably employed in Canada 
were owned by people in Great Britain, 
and that the returns from it were going 
there. The “flood’Lof United States money

PENSIONS FOR ALBERTANS 


Two thousand applicants have already 
filed claims for old age pensions in Al- 
berta, and about a score more are doing 
so each day.

According to a despatch, Ottawa is 
building considerably on reports that 
President Hoover will try to modify the 
demands of his protectionist followers and 
supporters and to prevent the tariff 
against Canadian products being hoisted 
to a level which would invite reprisals 
Washington, it is suggested, has heard 
that Canadians are not taking kindly to 
he program there and are disposed to 
lemand that measures be taken to shut 
United States goods out of Canada to an 
squivalent extent, This, it is hinted, is 
vhy the Canadian Government has post- 
noned action until it is seen what the new 
U.S. tariff will look like when it gets into 
he statute book, 

All of which gives the impression that 
Ottawa is depending upon President Hoo- 
ver to save it from an embarrassing situa- 
tion.

Tragedy Arises Out

Suffering from the effects of lyso! 
Polsoning since May 29, when she was 
sent home from school to get articles 
which she was charged with stealing 
from her class room in the West- 
Mount school, Franess Jones, 10-year- 
old daughter of Mr, and Mrs. Thomas 
Edward Jones, 12107 i28th street, died 
suddenly at her home early ‘Thursday 
evening, a few hours after being re-

An inquest will be held at An- 
drews Brothers’ undertaking parlors 


at 10 am, Saturday, 
Grave Condition 

Police learned of the case at 7.10 
Dm, on May 29, when Dr, GC, W. 
Holmes reported that he had been 
called to the Jones home and had 
found Frances suffering from lysol 
pomoning and that he had taken her 
‘0 the Royal Alexandra hospital, where 
her condition was considered to be 
serious, 

The girl was apparently well on her 
way to recovery and on Thursday 
afternoon was released from the hos- 
pital, Early in the evening she sud- 
denly took @ vomiting spell and died 
before medical aid arrived. 

Gordon G. Harman, principal at 
the Westmount school, told Coroner's 
Detective W. McDonald, who investi- 
gated the case, that on May 29 he 
had occasion to interview Frances In 
regard to Reity pilfering in Grade 5, 
of which Miss Mabel Wilson is the 
teacher. He talked to her at the noon 
hour and again at the afternoon re- 
cess period 

Says Girl Confessed 

According to Mr, Harman, the girl 
admitted taking a geography, some 
1927 examination papers and some 

neils, Mr, Harman told her to go 
jome and get them, the girl leaving 
the school at 3.20 p.m 

The girl, during the interview. be- 
came hysterical and eried: “I wish I 
was dead,” and jater, “I would kill 
myself." 

At 420 p.m. Mr. Harman became 
Uneasy and drove over to the Jenes 
hame, where he saw Charles Jones, 
12, brother of the deceased Charles, 
in response to Mr. Harman's query, 
sald that Frances had arrived home 
and Mr, Harman drove away 

Police reports state that both Mr

Face Burned 

Thomas Edward Jones told police 
that he arrived home from work at 
about 6.10 pm, and that he found 
Frances lying on the bed unconscious, 
with @ strong odor of lysol in the 
room. The girl's face, around the 
mouth, was stained and burned. Mrs 
Jones arrived a few minutes later after 
attending 4 church meeting tn Calder, 

The parents administered an emetic 
Which was successful and meanwhile 
called Dr, Holmes, who had the girl 
removed to the hospital 

Mr, Jones found a note on the 
bureau which said, “Good-bye father; 
g00d-bye mother; good-bye friends; 
G00d-bye uncles and aunts,” 

There had been an eight ounce 
bottle of lysol in the house This 
bottle was about one quarter full ane 
when Detective McDonald found tt 
20 feet away from the house in line 
with the window of the room in which 
the girl lay, he found it empty but 
with the cork tightly fastened in it 
This would indicate, police say, that 
the girl took at least two ounces of 
the liquid, 

Charles Jones, in response to ques- 
“ioning, said that he saw his sister 
lying on the bed as though she were 
asleep, but was making a pecullar 
noise in her throat, He told his father 
when the latter arrived home 

When the girl was removed to the 
hospital her recovery was feared for 
but she took a remarkable change for 
the better and seemed to be cured 
when she left the hospital Thursday 
It is believed, however, that the liquid 
Calised some deep-seated trouble which 
Caused her death suddenly in the eve- 
ning,

Honor Ch. Justice 


Unique in History of Alberta’s Law is Scene 
in Court House When Chief Justice 
Harvey Receives Tribute 


Unique tn the history of 
legal circles was the gathering of lead- 
ing members of the Bar and Bench of 
this province in the court house Fri- 
day morning to pay tribute to Chief 
Justice Horace Harvey upon the occa- 
‘ion of the anniversary of his 25 years 
48 a member of the Albertta supreme 
court 

More than 120 members of the Law 
Soclety of Alberta, including leading 
counsel from every important point in 
the province, filled the body of the 
court of appeal chambers, while on 
the bench the Chief Justice was 
flanked by Chief Justice Simmons of 
the trial division, Mr, Justice Hyna- 
man, Mr. Justice Ives; Mr. Justice 
Tweedie, Mr, Justice Clarke, Mr, Jus- 
“ice Lunney and Mr, Justice Boyle 
Upon the lower dias were seated men- 
bers of the Alberta district court, tn- 
cluding his honor Judge Taylor, Judge 
Crawford, Judge Green, Judge Dubue, 
A. Y. Blain, Master-in-Chambers, and 
W. MacLaren, clerk of the Court of 
Appeal 

Ohlef Justice Harvey was the re- 
by nai of a beautifully illuminated 
address presented to him by J. F. © 
Bown, president of the Law Soc ely 
and dean of Alberta solicitors, 

Chief Justice Simmons on behalf of 
the supreme court justices paid a 
glowing tribute to the achievements of 
Chief Justice Harvey since he was ele- 
vated to the bench a quarter of a 
century ago, In his long career as a 
law administrator he has not only 
conducted himself honorably, but he 
has shown an enthusiastic devotion to 
duty and a consclentious discharge of 
that duty which must be of great sat- 
Isfaction to him.” He held up Chief 
Justice Harvey as a shining example 
which the younger members of the bar 
might well follow, 

Speaking of the many friendships 


which the Chief Justice had made and | 
which undoubtedly were a great com- | 
fort, happiness and joy in his life, the | 


golden chain of friendships had a few 
missing links both on the bench and 
the bar, but newer friendships {tn the 
years to come would find the chain 
again complete, 

Judge Taylor, dean of the district 
court, recalled that 36 years ago the 
Chief Justice had “hung up nis 
Shingle” in Calgary, and in a brief, 
humorous speech told of some of the 
amusing incidents of those early Gays 

Chief Justice Harvey was visibly 
affected when he arose to reply 
“There is no honor that could he con 
ferred upon mé to equal this manifest- 
ation of respect and esteem of my 
fellow-men, They are as warmly re- 
clprocated by me as they are deeply 
appreciated,” he said 

It was fitting, the Chief Justice 
pointed out, that J, C. F. Bown and 
Judge Taylor should take an active 
part in the event, as they were the 
only two surviving members of the bar 
when the Chief Justice'came to Al- 
berta 36 years ago. Thomas Haves of 
Blairmore was the third member of 
the bar, but he had not practiced con- 
tinually He had written a letter 
however, despite his 79 years, congrat- 
lating the Chief Justice upon his 
anniversary,
